Firemen join county employe strike

County reporter 
County firemen this morning joined a strike of some 800 
AFL-CIO Service Employes International Union members 
against the county government in defiance of a Superior 
Court order. 
SEIU union officials said their membership voted by a 5*1 
margin last night to reject the county’s latest wage offer, 
which was for increases ranging from three to four per cent. 
County welfare, mental health, probation, hospital and 
clerical workers are included in the work stoppage, along 
with the firemen. 
An official for the International Assn. of Firefighters 
GAFF), also an AFL-CIO affiliate, said late this morning 
that most of the union’s 164 members had also left their jobs 
in general walkout affecting 15 county fire stations. The 
firefighters’ walkout came at 9:35 am this morning after 
strike votes passed Saturday and Sunday in a membership 
meeting in Buellton. 


According to Division Fire Chief Richard Minor, nine 


county stations in the northern division and six stations in 
the southern division are affected by the picketing. 
The northern division includes the stations in Lompoc- 
Santa Ynez, Santa Maria, and Los Alamos. 
Chief Minor noted that captains joined the walkout except 
for two men in the Santa Ynez station. The Lompoc county 
fire station was reported abandoned and completely out of 
service. 
“ But that might not last long because of shere pressure,” 
he added. 
The chief reported that the county has contacted city fire 
departments and “they have made a commitment to 
respond to fires in our area.” However, some city 
departments, like Lompoc, can not respond unless one 
county fire truck is on the scene, according to a mutual aid 
agreement between the city and county, he said. 
Minor said the county fire fighters decided to strike for a 
cost of living increase and other benefits. 
SEIU spokesman Leonard Roders said that a large 
preponderance of the 1,000 members of his union are known 
to be out, but he could not give an exact number this 


morning. Union pickets displaying placards displaying “On 
Strike* 
were stationed 
at various county buildings 
throughout the county, including in Lompoc 
The strike was called in defiance of a court order signed 
Friday by Superior Court Judge John T. Rickard forbidding 
work stoppages and picketing and support of a strike Judge 
Rickard said a strike of public employes is illegal He also 
found that the county administration had bargained in good 
faith with the union. The union, which took the position the 
that the county has failed to bargain in good faith, took the 
chance today of having its pickets and officials cited on 
contempt charges. 


The Board of Supervisors were slated to go into a closed 
session today to decide what steps to take 
Deputy County Counsel Bruce Dodds said the county could 
seek charges on which fines and imprisonment could be 
imposed for those found guilty. 


The strike came after union membership voted against a 
new county pay raise offer submitted secretly Friday. 
Roders said that the new offer basically was a three per 


cent raise for employes making over $1,000 per month and 
four per cent for those under $1,000 per month. 
But Roders said there were numerous other thorny issues 
involved which had caused the walkout He charged that the 
county had failed to offer proper grievance procedures and 
failed to offer adequate caseload standards to be set in the 
welfare and probation departments and refused to set up 
additional bilingual and part-time positions as requested. He 
also charged that the county refused to grant additional 
promotional 
opportunities 
for 
hospital 
employes. 
Supervisory employes were manning the kitchens at county 
hospitals as culinary workers. 
It was the third strike in county government history The 
social workers union, now included in the SEIU, conducted 
the first walkout in 1966 Several years ago the Sheriffs 
officers conducted a brief walkout to support wage 
demands 
Today's strike followed a two-day work stoppage May 22 
and 23, prior to the Memorial Day weekend as an initial 
protest against county negotiations, which had resulted in 
the calling in of a state mediator

Lompoc’s sixth entitlement of federal 
revenue sharing funds will come to 
$214,404, 
a c c o rd in g 
to 
C ity 
Administrator Gene Wahlers. Unlike 
earlier years, Wahlers is recommending 
that the entire amount be appropriated 
to the city fire and police departments 
to help balance the 1975-76 budget. In 


earlier years, the council was able to 
use most of the federal cash to finance 
city projects such as the Lefkowitz 
Storm Drain System and Downtown 
Revitalization. 


Another public hearing tomorrow will 
center around a lot at 316 North First St. 
that Community Development Director 
A1 Autry says should be declared a 
public nuisance. The lot, Autry has 
found, is littered with old automobiles 
and other debris visible from North 
First Street. It is the site of an auto 
repair business. If declared a public 
nuisance, the premises would have to be 
either screened from view or cleaned up 
at the property owners’ expense. The 
father of the individual who runs the 
business has told the council that the 


cost involved in screening the lot would 
force the closing of the business. 
Present zoning in the area calls for such 
screening.

President Nelson A. Rockefeller said 
today the Central Intelligence Agency 
has broken the law but added the spy 
agency is not guilty of large-scale illegal 
activity. 
Summ ing 
up 
the 
five-m onth 
Rockefeller Commission investigation 
of the CIA, the vice president told 
newsmen: 
“There are things that have been done 
that are in contradiction to the statutes, 
but in comparison to the total effort (of 
the CIA >, they are not m ajor.” 
The commission held its last meeting 
to put finishing touches on a 350-page 
report that wUl be sent to President 
Ford on Friday. 
Rockefeller said the eight-member 
blue ribbon panel named by Ford in 
January to probe the CIA was nearly 
unanimous in its conclusions about the 
spy agency. 
“ Here and there there might be an 
objection or different point of view on a 
specific recommendation but they are 
very few and not earth-shaking in 
character,” he said. “ Basically it’s 
unanimous.” 
A reporter asked Rockefeller if he was 
implying that there was no “massive 
illegal domestic spying" by the CIA as 
alleged in original news reports last 
December.

draw from what I said, but that doesn t 
mean there haven’t been things done 
that were wrong and we recommend 
extensively steps to be taken to prevent 
it in the future,” he replied 
“We’ve done a good job.

don’t think there is very much that 
hasn’t been uncovered and discussed in 
this report.”

“That’s up to the Justice Department. ” 
Rockefeller said that the CIA played 
no role in censoring the final report and 
in fact would not even see a copy until it 
is made public, possibly this weekend 
One commission member, former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan, said 
Sunday he had no serious misgivings 
about CIA’s domestic activities. 
“I believe that there have been 
violations of course,” he said on CBS 
Face the Nation. “ In any bureaucracy of 
about 16,000 people there are going to be 
individuals who make mistakes and do 
things they shouldn't do.” He said many 
of the mistakes have been corrected 
Reagan said the country needs a 
strong 
counterintelligence 
operation 
because “ we are being spied upon 
beyond anything that the American 
people can possibly conceive ... by 
potential enemies ” 
The commission, headed by Vice 
P resid en t 
N elson 
R ockefeller, 
completed hearings three weeks ago Its 
detailed findings are still secret, but 
commission sources have confirmed 
these general conclusions: 
—While the CIA did engage in illegal 
domestic spying, particularly in opening 
the mail of American citizens, this was 
not “ massive.” 
—While the CIA charter generally 
prohibits 
dom estic 
spying, 
the 
commission 
feels 
some 
domestic 
activities were justified because of 
provisions of the charter allowing the 


agency to protect the security of CIA 
sources and methods. 


—The report will not reveal any major 
new controversial area of activity in 
which the CIA was engaged, but will 
provide new details. 


—There was CIA involvement during 
the administration of President John 
Kennedy in a plot to assassinate Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro. But the plot was 
never approved and never attempted. 
CIA links with other assassination plots 
will generally be dismissed 


—The panel will endorse a strong 
foreign intelligence operation by the 
CIA. 
But it will recommend new 
internal regulations or laws to tighten 
prohibition against domestic spying 


Japan's Sato 
dead at 74 


TOKYO (UPI) - Former Prime 
Minister Eisaku Sato died today in a 
Tokyo hospital. He was 74. 


Sato suffered a stroke two weeks ago 
while dining in a Tokyo restaurant and 
never regain consciousness 


Sato, who was awarded the Nobel 
Peace 
Prize, 
was 
treated 
at 
the 
restaurant for a week before he could be 
removed to a hospital. 


He developed bronchial pneumonia 
and a high fever tpday doctors reported 
he also was suffering from kidney 
troubles. 


Doctors at the hospital said Sato died 
at 12:55 a m Tuesday Tokyo time 8:55 
a m PDT Monday. 
Sato, who ruled Japan for almost eight 
years from 1964 to 1972, suffered a brain 
hemorrhage May 19 while attending a 
dinner party with business leaders at the 
famous Shinkiraku geisha restaurant in 
downtown Tokyo. 


Governors favor death penalty

Governors of the 50 states favor capital punishment by 
almost a 2-1 ratio, mainly because of solid support in the 
South. 
A United Press International poll of U.S. governors shows 
28 approve of the death penalty, 17 are against it and five 
have no opinion. The issue is split almost evenly in the 
Northeast, West and Midwest. 
But in the South, where all states have death penalty laws 
in effect, all but one governor, Ray Blanton of Tennessee, 
approve capital punishment. Blanton said: “ I’ve always 
been opposed to capital punishment and I’m still opposed to 
it.” 
One of the strongest supporters of capital punishment is 
Gov. Otis Bowen of Indiana, a family doctor who used to be 


Mansf ield urges more troop cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield said today the United States should reduce its 
42,000 men in South Korea “over a period of time,” and 
unilaterally draw down its 300,000 troops in Europe. 


However, Mansfield said he would not offer in the 
immediate future his annual amendment to cut back 150,000 
troops in Europe. 
The Democratic leader commented immediately before 
Sen. John C. Stennis, chairman of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee, began the debate on a $30 billion 
military weapons procurement bill. 


against the death penalty. He said it is needed to curtail 
heinous crimes against society. 
“But it must be uniformly applied, seldomly and 
judiciously used -‘-and we must be certain beyond doubt of 
the guilt.” 
Bowen, who voted in 1965 to abolish capital punishment, 
said he changed his mind because of heinous crimes such as 
the Charles Manson murders in California and other mass 
slayings. 
“ My profession is dedicated to saving life and I abhor the 
thought of taking a life. But I abhor senseless killings by 
people who have no respect for the lives of others. I have 
great sympathy for the victims and relatives of victims,” 
the Indiana governor said. 
Of the 28 governors who favor capital punishment, 16 said 
it is a deterrent. Others said it is justified by brutal crimes 
or is the will of the people. 
But Gov. Richard Kneip of South Dakota said capital 
punishment is illogical. 
“Through imposition of the mandatory death penalty, we 
sanction and establish an act as barbaric and oftentimes 
more premeditated than that which we supposedly refuse to 
tolerate. I do not believe the death penalty is a deterrent to 
murder,” he said. 
Of the 17 governors against the death sentence, seven said 
it was not a deterrent. Five said they have a personal 
aversion to capital punishment. Others oppose it on grounds 
the state has no right to take a life, the penalty is cruel and 
unusual or there is no appeal once the execution has taken 
place.

County voters who lived the farthest away 
from the proposed 0 6 million Exxon onshore 
processing plant west of Goleta voted most 
readily in favor of the plant. 
The closer voters lived to the South Coast site 
of the plant designed to handle a daily peak load 
of 68,000 barrels of crude oil and 77,000 cubic feet 
of natural gas, the more readily they voted 
against such a facility. 
These conclusions — among others — are seen 
in an analysis of voting patterns in the May 27 
referendum vote by which Exxon and its funded 
countywide Inland Alternative Committee were 
able to score a narrow 1 2 per cent margin of 
victory by 835 votes 
Environmentalists and planning groups which 
had opposed Exxon recalled in the wake of the 
election 
the 
circumstances 
surrounding 
a 
proposed 
new county oil code 
which was 
“ tabled” 
by a majority of the 
Board of 
Supervisors little more than a year ago 
Significantly, one of the four outstanding 
issues involved in the draft, which took almost 
four years of committee work to evolve, 
regarded referendum elections that would not be 
countywide but would be held in unincorporated 
communities and-or areas in the vicinity of such 
proposed projects 
The tabling of the ordinance came last April at 
a tumultuous meeting in which then Board 
Chairman Charles F. Catterlm produced an 
uproar in the hearing room by claiming he had 


been pressured by phone the night before to vote 
for the ordinance He helped kill it by voting to 
table it. 
County Environmental Quality Coordinator 
Albert F Reynolds at the time recommended at 
Catterlin s request 
if the Board of Supervisors 
as a matter of political judgment elect the 
proposed 
community 
option 
procedure, 
a 
minimum of 500 signatures of registered voters 
from the affected community be required to put 
the matter to a plebiscite ” 
Western Oil and Gas Assn took the position 
that any community options should remain in 
the planning and zoning jurisdictions, while 
environmentalists on the committee had held 
that the option procedure should become law as 
quickly as possible, terming WOGA's position a 
“ subterfuge ” 
Nothing new emerged from the decision to 
table fourteen months ago, except rumors of a 
new draft in which certain political leaders were 
seeing to it that local option was not included 
The county elections office concluded the 
canvassing of the election results, and they will 
be up before the supervisors for certification 
The final unofficial results given out Tuesday 
morning were unaudited 
But a breakdown of the unofficial final figures 
has been announced, showing the vote in the five 
supervisorial districts, the five cities, and other 
pertinent areas 
Here are some of the breakdown figures 
— Constituents of Second District County 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman voted against the 


Exxon plant by a margin of 1,211 votes Kallman 
had provided the s o called swing vote which had 
led to the Exxon rezoning by the board last 
February The unofficial Second District vote 
was 8 922 against Exxon's plant, and 8,511 for it. 
— Margins of 8-1 in favor of the plant came 
from voters living 75 to 100 or more miles away 
in the Fifth District of Santa Maria Valley and 
Cuyama Valley 
— The pro-Exxon margins grew smaller as 
voting areas came closer to the plant location in 
Las Flores Canyon near Refugio and El Capitan 
State 
Beach 
Parks 
In 
Lompoc 
Valley, 
comprising voters some 40 to 60 miles distant, 
the vote for was 3-1, and in Santa Ynez Valley, 
closer yet to Las Flores Canyon, the vote was 
about 2 5-1 in favbr 
— Goleta Valley areas, the closest to the 
plant, provided the biggest support for the 
environmental position opposing Exxon, about 
1, while the farther one got away from the plant 
site on the South Coast, the more the vote 
evened up until at Carpinteria — some 30 or 
more miles from the plant — a 9-5 pro-Exxon 
vote was tallied 
— Pro-Exxon votes were piled up in two of the 
five supervisorial districts and in four of the five 
cities 
— Cuyama Valley, farthest point from the oil 
plant, voted 108 to 6 in favor of it, or 18 to 1 All 
three registered voters in remote Channel 
Islands voted for Exxon. 
— Isla Vista and UC Santa Barbara campus 
voted against it 6,279 to 509. or 12 to 1.

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Ford jubilant after Sadat talks 


More walkout warnings 


SALZBURG, Austria (UPI) 
— 
Bubbling with goodwill, 
President Ford and Egypt’s 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat 
concluded Middle East policy 
talks today and Ford said his 
plan for "a permanent peace” 
is taking shape. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said Ford and Sadat 
moved into “the upper range” 
of understanding in talks that 
brighted propects for Arab- 
Israeli negotiations and re­ 
turned the United States to a 
central mediating role. 
Concluding 
a 
two-day 
meeting with Sadat in this 
Alpine city, Ford promised 
long-term U.S. economic aid 
for Egypt and said the two 
nations had “strengthened our 
friendship dramatically.” 
Sadat called Ford “a man of 
great vision, compassion and 
general commitment to the 
cause of peace” and invited 
him to visit Cairo. 
“It was a very constructive 
meeting,” Kissinger told repor­ 
ters. 
“The purpose was not for 
detailed negotiations on an 
interim agreement. Rather, it 
was to let them look over the 
various roads to peace and see 
which is the most promising. 
“There was a positive spirit, 
but it is too early to see 
whether it permits a resump­ 
tion of any particular negotia­ 
tions.” 
As Ford and Sadat were 
completing their talks, the 
Israeli cabinet in Jerusalem 
announced suddenly it would 
reduce Israel’s forces on the 
Egyptian Sinai front by more 
than half in a goodwill gesture 
for peace. 
“With the Israeli movement 
today,” Kissinger said, “per­ 
haps we are moving into an era 
where 
some 
momentum 
toward 
peace 
can 
be 
achieved.” 
Asked whether the Ford- 
Sadat talks might lead to a 
resumption of his own “shuttle 
diplomacy” which broke down 
in March, Kissinger said, “We 
are 
not 
pushing 
any 
one 
approach. Our conviction is 
that whatever approach is most 
promising should be pursued.” 
Completing their final round 
of talks in a medieval Alpine 
palace, Ford and Sadat walked 
out into a rainswept courtyard 
and stood shoulder to shoulder 
in a circle of bodyguards to 
brief reporters. 
“My reassessment (of U.S. 
Middle East policy) will be 
completed with a plan that I 
will submit at the appropriate 
time,” Ford said. 
“In the weeks ahead, I will 
have further consultations that 
I trust will lead to the overall 
objective I seek of a permanent 
peace that will be in the best 
interests of all the parties. 


U.S. to close 
antidrug off ice 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White House plans to abolish its 
Special Action Office on Drug 
Abuse Prevention. The step 
comes at a time when drug 
addiction and crime stemming 
from it are rising. 
Hie office, created in 1971 in 
response to former President 
Nixon’s war on heroin, goes out 
of existence June 30 unless 
Congress extends it. Adminis­ 
tration officials who have told 
Congress the agency is no 
longer needed say they are not 
abandoning the fight against 
drug abuse. 
Heroin use has been growing. 
It is no longer just a problem 
for inner-city poor. Addicts are 
now found among the youth of 
small towns and suburbs. 
The Drug Enforcement Ad­ 
ministration says more heroin 
was seized in the first six 
months of the current fiscal 
year than in all of 1974. 


Members of President Ford’s 
cabinet reported to him last 
week that crime committed to 
support 
heroin 
habits 
“is 
increasing in 1975 in nearly all 
the states and accounts for 
about 
two-thirds 
of 
all 
measurable drug abuse costs. 


They estimated that drug 
related crime costs the nation 
$10 billion to $17 billion a year. 


Drug-related 
deaths 
have 
grown steadily in Chicago and 
Philadelphia. Drug injuries are 
up in Detroit, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, according to 
DEA statistics submitted to the 
Senate subcommittee on al­ 
coholism and narcotics. 


Attack unlikely 


TOKYO (UPI) - Adm Noel 
Gayler, commander of U.S. 
Forces in the Pacific, said 
today a North Korean attack on 
South Korea at present is 
unlikely because the Commu­ 
nists could not win. 
Gayler made the statement 
at a meeting with members of 
Japan’s ruling Liberal Demo­ 
cratic Party. 
Party officials quoted the 
admiral as saying that “be­ 
cause 
there 
would 
be 
no 
prospect of (Communist i victo­ 
ry there is no possibility of a 
North 
Korean 
attack 
on 
(South) Korea at present.' 


Ford referred to his sche­ 
duled meeting with Rabin in 
Washington June 11 and 12. a 
consultation designed to follow 
up the meeting with Sadat and 
produce the information Ford 
needs to produce a revised U.S. 
Middle East plan 
But Ford and Sadat declined 
to discuss specifics. Ford said 
“we 
have 
not 
made 
any 
decision” on the exact nature 
of the next step 
Sadat offered a word of 
caution, saying, “the peace 
process will be a long time... 
“The 
m ost 
im portant 
achievement we can make is 
that we end this state of 
belligerency (between Israel 
and the Arab states) that has 
gone on now for 27 years.” 
Kissinger’s mediations broke 


down over precisely this point 
when 
Israel 
demanded 
a 
formal Egyptian declaration 
ending Arab belligerency as the 
price for Israeli withdrawal 
from 
key 
Sinai 
mountain 
passes 
and 
an 
occupied 
Egyptian 
oil 
field. 
The 
Egyptians refused to give such 
an assurance. 
Sadat and Ford each de­ 
scribed 
their talks 
in the 
Residenz 
Palace 
—Ford’s 
guest 
r e s id e n c e 
—as 
“extensive” and aides said 
they had got down to reviewing 
Middle East maps at various 
points. 
“We had 
... a complete 
survey of the whole situation 
and have discussed lots of 
considerations,” Sadat said. He 


pledged to maintain regular 
contact with Ford as 
the 
President pursues his policy 
review further. 


Ford toasted the "dramatic” 
increase 
in 
U.S.-Egyptian 
friendship and made his pro­ 
mise of economic aid at a 
farewell luncheon after the 
news conference. 
“I assure you,” Ford said, 
“that the United States is 
prepared to provide Egypt with 
current assistance as a basis 
for sound, long-range economic 
development, both bilaterally 
and in cooperation with other 
states and international institu­ 
tions. 
“I 
will 
work 
with 
our 
Congress to give reality to this 
continuing pledge. ” 


Doctors begin shaky truce 


United Press International 
A shaky truce by California 
doctors angered over rising 
malpractice insurance rates 
threatens to break down, and 
slowdowns and dissatisfaction 
are cropping up in Pennsyl- 
vanui, Rhode Island and New 
York. 
The California Medical As­ 
sociation warned Sunday unless 
the state legislature develops 
satisfac tory 
insurance 
reforms, California could be 
faced with a walkout by doctors 
who cannot afford to work. 
The warning came one day 
before physicians returned to 
work after staging a monthlong 
walkout over the rising cost of 


insurance premiums Some 200 
hospitals were affected by the 
walkout by anesthesiologists, 
who were 
later joined by 
doctors in other fields. 
The majority of the physi­ 
cians, who refused to perform 
nonemergency 
surgery, 
re­ 
turned to work today. 
The CMA said it does not 
support an all-out walkout but 
that doctors would be justified 
in not working if the legislature 
does not come up with a 
satisfactory solution. 
“The situation is so critical 
in terms of the very high cost of 
malpractice coverage that if 
the legislature fails to achieve 
significant 
reform, 
we 
as 
individuals will have no choice 
but to cease practice.” said 
CMA president Dr. Carl Go- 
etsch. 
Other states also felt doctor 
unrest: 
—In 
Doylestown, 
Pa., 
a 
substantial 
number 
of 
members of the Bucks County 
Medical 
Society 
began 
a 
slowdown Sunday at four of six 
county hospitals and vowed to 
continue it until the legislature 
acts on insurance reforms. 
—In New York the real test 
came today in a work slowdown 
by doctors. The physicians' 
intention to phase out all 
nonemergency 
medical 
services seemed to have little 
initial impact on patient care 
Sunday, which is usually a slow 
day for hospitals. 
—In Providence, R.I., calls 
for a strike grew as Gov. Philip 
Noel set up a blue ribbon 
commission 
to 
recommend 
legislative relief. Doctors in 
Rhode Island, however were 
more upset by plans of the 
state’s 
largest 
insurer 
to 
switch to a different type of 


malpractice 
coverage 
than 
increasing rates. 
Five 
groups 
representing 
more than 300 physicians have 
voted for a work stoppage in all 
but emergency cases. But Dr. 
Nathan 
Chaset, 
recently 
retired president of the state 
medical society and chairman 
of its malpractice committee,

Soviets to test missiles in Pacific 


MOSCOW 
(UPI) 
- 
The 
Soviet Union has announced 
plans for nearly a month of 
missile tests in the Pacific 
Ocean as a prelude to the next 
round of nuclear arms talks 
with the United States. 
A brief communique issued 
by 
the Tass news agency 
Sunday said the tests would 
begin Tuesday and last until 
June 30 in a 150-mile-wide area 
of the north Pacific. 
It warned all 
ships and 
aircraft to stay out of the test 
zone, which is about 2,500 miles 
northwesi of Hawaii. 
Tass gave no details of the 
tests, 
but Western defense 
experts said the Soviet Union 
has been speeding up develop­ 
ment 
of 
four 
types 
of 
intercontinental 
ballistic 
missiles. 
There also have been reports 
in Washington that the Soviets 
are attempting to upgrade their 
nuclear defense umbrella with 
sophisticated missiles designed 
to attack nuclear weapons on 
their 
way 
to 
the 
Soviet 
mainland. 
The new tests come at a 
crucial 
time. 
Moscow and 
Washington have decided to 
resume the recessed Strategic 
Arms 
Limitation 
Talks 
in 
Geneva on June 23. 
Western experts said the 
current 
round 
of 
tests 
is 
probably designed to demon­ 
strate to Washington growing 
Soviet capabilites and strength­ 
en Moscow’s bargaining posi­ 
tion at the talks. 
Since the current round of 
SALT talks began more than 
two years ago, the Soviets have 
vastly upgraded their nuclear 
strike capabilities with the 
introduction of new attack 
missiles. 


They have also caught up 
with one American technical 
advantage by successfully test 
firing missiles equipped with 
more than one warhead on a 
single missile. 
Hie Pentagon reported the 


Soviets test fired a new SSI8 
missile in March over a course 
of 9,200 miles, one of the 
longest tests on record, proving 
Soviet ability to strike at the 
American mainland from the 
relative safety of the Soviet 


Mafia gangsters gave CIA 
info for Cuban invasion 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Three Mafia gangsters supplied 


* information to the Central Intelligence Agency used to plan the ill- 
fated Bay of Pigs invasion of Cuba in 1961, a former CIA agent has 
told the Sacramento Bee. 
The Bee Sunday quoted the unidentified agent as saying that in 
return for the data the Mafia mobsters would have been allowed to 
recover money they left behind when Fidel Castro took control of 
the country and to reopen their Cuban casinos if the invasion 
succeeded. 
The former agent said Lawrence R. Houston, retired general 
counsel of the CIA, received the information from the three Mafia 
members and one of their associates Uirough two CIA employes 
who were dealing with the organized crime figures. 


Houston told the Bee, “I do not recollect such a thing, but that 
doesn’t mean it didn’t happen. I won’t deny it, but I don’t 
remember anything like that. 
“My memory is not as good as some,” he added. “When you 
reflect on it, it is not an implausible situation, is it?” 
The three Mafia figures were named as Russell Bufalino, James 
Plumeri and Salvatore Granello. Granello and Plumeri were 
victims of separate, unrelated gangland executions several years 
ago. The 71-yearold Bufalino is still actively in charge of his 
Pennsylvania Mafia family, the Bee said 
(The current issue of Time magazine said the three men 
controlled a race track and “a huge gambling casino when they 
were banished by Castro, leaving behind $450,000. ” > 
The unidentified former CIA agent said in the last half of 1960 
Bufalino, the two members of the New York Mafia family and a 
fourth crime world figure began supplying the CIA with 
intelligence they ostensibly were receiving from inside Cuba. 
The information supposedly pinpointed troop and naval vessel 
positions and reported that many of the people of Havana were 
unsympathetic to Castro and would almost certainly rise up in 
support of a counter-revolutionary force once it had established a 
beachhead. 
Between $45,000 and $50,000 reportedly was paid by the four 
gangsters to informants in Cuba for the information.

Well, 1 still don't feel as if I've reached my p eak ," the 
incomparable California Angels’ right-hander said Sunday 
after firing his fourth career no-hitter to equal the great 
Sandy Koufax s m ajor league record 
Breaking a five-game Angels' losing streak, Ryan pitched 
his team to a 1-0 victory over the Baltim ore Orioles. 
However, the Angels $125,000 pitcher said he wouldn't be 
thinking no-hitter next Friday night when he confronts the 
Milwaukee Brew ers For the fourth time, he can equal 
Johnny Vander M eer’s 1938 feat of two straight no-hitters.

I d rather go 27-5 so that 1 could say, 'Hey, I put it together

A crowd of 18,492, including R yan’s beautiful wife, Ruth, 
watched the 6-foot-2,195-pounder record no-hitter No. 4. He 
walked four Orioles and had a fourth reach base on an error 
by rookie shortstop Billy Smith. 
Traded to the Angels for Jim Fregosi before the 1972 
season, the unpretentious Texan notched his 100th career 
victory and raised his record to 9-3.

Bodary unhappy, 
quits in protest

Dan Bodary. Lompoc baseball coach, 
has resigned as a form of protest, and 
the school must now fill the shoes of one 
of the C IF ’s most successful coaches, in 
any sport 
Bodary turned in his official letter 
of resignation to Bob Paisola, Lompoc 
principal, early this morning, after 
informing his team last Thursday that 
he would be quitting. 
" I ’m not quitting because I really 
wanted to ," Bodary told the Record. 
"Coaching is where my life is. I like to 
feel like I’m doing it (resigning > to try to 
help our baseball team. 
“ I’m hoping I’m going to at least open 
some people’s eyes. ” 
Bodary will stay on as a teacher at 
Lompoc. The school has not yet begun to 
search for a successor, although Paisola 
said that Bodary’s replacem ent would 
not 
likely 
come 
from 
outside 
the 
district, since there are no teaching 
positions open at the school. 
In Bodary’s nine years as Lompoc 
head coach, the Braves won five league 
championships and two CIF 3-A titles. 
During Dan’s tenure, only E l Segundo 
made as many trips (three) to the CIF 
finals as Lompoc. 
"I just kind of feel that I’ve worked 
nine 
years 
building 
a 
number-one 
program ," said Bodary, "and I feel that 
there aren’t too many team s in the state 
that have had as much success, and I 
feel that the program is dying." 
Bodary s main bone of contention is 
that the Lompoc School District has, for 
several years, refused to grant funds to 
hire an assistant coach for baseball, 
namely a pitching coach to work with 
varsity, JV and freshm an team s. 
The district pays for three baseball 
coaches at each school. Cabrillo has a 
fourth coach, who is paid out of student 
body funds, rather than district funds. 
Bodary emphasized, however, that he 
is not looking for a handout from student 
body funds. 
"I really feel, in respect to Mr. 
Paisola, that if an extra coach is really 
that important, it shouldn’t be a student 
body responsibility (to pay for that 
coach), 
it 
should 
be 
a 
district 
responsibility. 
"B u t the district feels that they’ll 
have just so many coaches, and if you 
want more, you have to do it on your 
own (via student body funds). That's 
where the stalem ate com es in.” 
The m atter of the district paying for 
an additional baseball coach at each 
school was discussed last sum m er at 
m eetings 
of 
the 
Superintendent's 
Interscholastic 
A thletics 
Advisory 
Committee. The com m ittee voted not to 
recommend an additional coach, in view 
of the fact that the g irls’ program s were 
in m ore im mediate need of additional 
coaches 
(In 
1973-74 
there were 67 
coaches paid by the district, and 61 of 
them were m ale coach es.) 
Bodary also said there are "three or 
four other reasons" for his quitting. 
"They are things ... to improve the 
program , things that we weren't able to 
get." Paisola declined to state what the 
specific reasons were. 
The Braves have been without an 
official 
assistant 
coach 
since 
Jim 
M cKaskle left the school three seasons 
back. L ast season Bodary used a student 
teacher from Cal Poly. The sam e 
assistant w as back this year, but as an 
unpaid volunteer commuting daily from 
San Luis Obispo. 
According 
to 
Bodary, 
Poly 
has 
changed its policy regarding student 
teachers, thus com plicating the problem 
of hiring such people. 
"D eep down in my guts, I think this 
(resigning) was the right thing to do," 
Bodary said. "T his was the last resort. I 
ju st love baseball and I want my 
program to do so well, and I want to 
fight for it, as com pared to seeing it die. 
" I ’ve tried to talk to our principal and 
everything, 
but 
no 
one 
seem ed 
interested enough in the situation to do 
anything about it. ” 
Bodary emphasized that his quitting 
had nothing to do with this year’s third- 
place finish; that the decision had been 
made before league play even started. 
"I had som e long discussions with Mr. 
Spruill 
(athletic 
director) 
and 
Mr. 
Paisola The whole picture painted by 
them appeared very dism al, with no 
solutions available. So, not seeing any

Most of the birds are either 
red-tailed 
hawks or 
great- 
horned 
owls.

Birds with injuries that can 
be fully healed are released, 
but invalids like Mort and two 
other golden eagles become 
objects of study 
Mort stands on a short stump 
in a large wire cage at the 
center in a remote corner of 
the campus He is attached to 
the stump with a leather strap 
called a jess 
His right side appears off 
balance because he lacks a left 
wing. His eyes and head move 
abruptly and alertly It is clear 
Mort’s exposure to humans has 
not relaxed his senses 
Students are trying to find 
out as much as they can about 
raptors, looking into aspects of 
the birds’ lives ranging from 
molting to sexual behavior. 
In one experiment, 10 raptors 
are exposed to varying light 
conditions in an attempt to 
stimulate egg laying 
In nature, “one of the main 
stimuli (to egg laying) is the 
changing hours of daylight they 
are exposed to in the spring,” 
Ms Morzenti says. So far, the 
results are inconclusive, 'i t is 
pretty much a hit and miss 
operation. Well, not quite, but 
there’s a lot of miss. ” 
Student volunteers take care 
of the birds. The eagles and 
hawks eat 
a 
five-week-old 
chicken daily. The owls receive 
male baby chicks donated by a 
local hatchery. 
The raptors come from a 
variety of sources, including 
the state Department of Fish 
and Game, private veterinari­ 
ans and citizens 
University veterinary stu­ 
dents treat the birds. One 
golden eagle —named Long 
John Silver —was fitted with an 
artificial leg, but the bird later 
died. 
Such a bird would never be 
released, Ms. Morzenti says, 
because an eagle or hawk 
diving to kill a rabbit needs two 
feet to grab the animal behind 
the neck and on the rump. 
“The competition out there is 
fairly 
strong,” 
she 
says. 
“You’re putting a bird at a very 
great disadvantage.” 
In a nearby cage there are 
three young barn owls with 
haunting, mask-like faces. The 
owls, which hunt at night, are 
groggily awake this day. 
They are almost ready for 
release. The young birds were 
found 
in 
a 
nest 
at 
a 
construction site. 
To 
prepeare 
them 
for 
release, they will be exercised 
and trained to hunt. After a 
raptor is set free, food will be 
left at the release site each 
day. 
“But not enough to fill him 
up,” 
Ms. 
Morzenti 
says. 
“Eventually 
he may come 
back, but not eat anything.’’ 
Then, she says, the bird is on 
his own.

City Parks and Recreation 
Supervisor

considers any development at 
this time poor planning and 
“piece-meal

We don’t think with all the 
expertise we have around City 
Hall that making a portion of 
the property useable now as a 
city park is such a ridiculous 
idea. Certainly it is “piece­ 
meal planning” but couldn’t 
we consider it “temporary 
piece meal planning” so some 
enjoyment can be had now? 


Do you remember Clark Clifford'’ He 
is the Ramsey Clark of the War 
Department Ramsey Clark, as attorney 
general, read a book and before long was 
saying in public such things as, “No 
crime is so serious as to deserve 
punishment.”

1 think that 
an extremely whole­ 
some suggestion, and 
would propose even

Congress 
during

moment of silence at 
school, 
except that 
that suggestion would 
be 
unconstitutional, 
and I seek not to be 
contumacious. 
But on close reading, it turns out that 
we are expected to pray for Congress 
not that it should improve in wisdom and 
charity We 
are supposed to pray in 


gratitude to Congress for what it has 
already done. What it has already done 
is, specificially. deny to the President of 
the United States the war materials we 
had promised South Vietnam in the 
event of a violation by the North 
Vietnamese of the Paris accord We are 
to pray in thanksgiving that Congress 
refused to live up to the commitments 
made by the President of the United 
States. 
Already 
I 
find my prayers, 
so 
corseted, faltering as they reach my 
lips. But the Reverand Clifford is not 
through He proposes also that the South 
Vietnamese pray for Congress. That’s 
right — not the North Vietnamese — the 
South Vietnamese. Why? “ If President 
Ford had been free to adopt the policies 
he desired, the Thieu government might 
have been kept in power a while longer, 
but the South Vietnamese people would 
have suffered more grievously than 
ever These long-suffering people would 
do well to include the Congress in their 
evening prayers." 
If I understand the general rule, we 
should all pray that all conquered people 
should stay conquered, or that all free 
people quickly collapse in the face of 
aggression, lest they be made to suffer 
the pains of resistance. We should, for 
instance, pray that Congress deny any 
aid for Israel, so that Israel would not be 
tortured by any resistance to Egyptian 
or Syrian armies

Dear Sir: 
I’d like to respond to the request of 
Lompoc teachers’ request for raises. 
I’m not aware of the fringe benefits 
the teachers want, but I am very much 
against the pay raise 
I recently had in my possession a 
booklet that listed every teacher, 
substitute, principal etc., employed by 
this district And few were paid less 
than $10,000 for nine months' work. In 
my opinion, that is enough I have to 
tighten my belt. It certainly won’t hurt 
them 
Today there is a surplus of teachers. If 
they don’t want what the taxpayers want 
to pay, they can go elsewhere. Many 
won’t because their husbands are also 
employed here But this does not mean 
we cannot hire someone else and we 
need to first consider what we think is 
fair Our teachers are already paid 
more that others in the County. What 
about state level? 
We objected to a large raise for the 
supervisors and we made it stick We 
should do the same here and follow the 
same method. 
Nurses are badly needed What would 
a teacher do without a nurse or a 
doctor0 As an aide, 1 have worked closer 
to the patient and done more for them 
than anyone else, vet as an aide, I get 
the very least pay and I’ve received no 
more than minimum wage I can make 
more money doing housework. But 
never $10,000 a year. I have had one 
raise since 1966 That was last year from 
$2 to $2 50 per hour doing housework In 
the convalescent hospital, 1 still get paid 
$2 an hour. 
1 don’t expect a teacher to baby-sit my 
kids or teach them bike safety or sex 
education or religion or manners. But I 
do think a two per cent raise is 
sufficient.

circulated. Shana Alexander, so bright 
and readable, discoursed in a recent 
Newsweek column on the Vietnam Baby 
Lift. “We fill the skies with innocents, 
tiny human peace symbols borne aloft in 
the same planes that flew the bombs 
that made them orphans in the first 
place." Hmmm Hmmm Hmmmm 
So what else, Shana? “If we know one 
thing about the government founded by 
Jo Chi Minh,” - yes? - “it is that its 
social services are excellent: good 
health care, day care, and educational 
programs abound, especially for the 
poor" (who else is there?!. She didn’t 
come right out and say so, but we gather 
she thinks the only decent thing to do is 
fly ’em back and drop them on Hanoi. 
Mr Anthony Lewis of the New York 
Times finds it culturally “arrogant of 
us to find fault in the Khmer Rouge 
reform movement inasmuch as, really, 
we are measuring it against “Western 
assumptions." In a column in which he 
contrived not once to use the word 
“Communist" 
(the 
Khmer 
Rouge 
dropped a strong hint when they elected 
to designate themselves as “rouge 
rather than, say, “noir", or “blanc 
), 
Mr. Lewis suggests that, all along, we 
have 
aggressively 
made 
war 
on 
indigenous 
Cambodian 
culture, 
a 
favorite point of that playfully perverse 
Asia 
specialist, 
Professor 
James 
Thomson of Harvard. 
It is a very strange position to take, 
when you come down to it. It requires 
you to assume that emptying hospitals 
at bayonet point, which was done rather 
routinely by the Communists when they 
took over Phnom Penh, is an indigenous 
Cambodian custom against which the 
United 
States 
arrogantly, 
if 
unsuccessfully, assisted. And one must 
assume that seizing ships off the high 
seas, in the tradition of the North 
Koreans’ seizure of the Pueblo, and the 
Cambodian seizure of the Mayaguez, is a 
jolly native custom, which we shouldn’t 
get excited about — after all, we have 
our own kinky cultural idiosyncrasies, 
like, well, baseball? 
The 
ideological egalitarianism of 
these gentlepersons is uninhibited by 
thought, by analytical rigor, or by moral 
refinement. One gets the creepy feeling 
that, really, the lot of them make no 
distinction between the way of life of a 
free or relatively free society, and the 
way of life of a totalitarian society. 
Congress will have to take second place 
in my evening prayers. 


In a recent column, I wrote that the 
University of Boston had “canceled the 
invitation to Ron Zeigler" to speak. Mr. 
John Silber, the President of the 
University, 
advises 
me 
that 
the 
cancellation was owing not to the 
obnoxious character of Mr. Zeigler, but 
to his having been promised, by a 
refractory student committee, a fee in 
excess of the statutory limit set by 
Boston University. I regret I did not 
know this distinction when I wrote.

into a wilderness. 
One of the prime objectives of the 
program would be the restoration of the 
hinterlands.

Capital's taxpayers 


WASHINGTON - (NEA i - As far as 
constituencies go, Washington D.C.’s 
Walter Fauntroy is one of the most 
important members of the House of 
Representatives. He speaks for three 
quarters of a million people, more than 
any other congressman, who contribute 
almost $1 billion annually to the federal 
treasury, also a superlative statistic in a 
nation where money is power. 
Yet in terms of 
legislative influence, 
Fauntroy is zilch. As a 
congressional 
power 
he ranks somewhere 
between the member 
for Guam and the 
night 
custodian. 
Fauntroy 
is 
not 
properly 
a 
Representative with a 
capital R, he is a dele­ 
gate with a small d. 
though he is, the only 
official 
political 
emissary to Capitol 
Hill from the streets 
of the District, he 
mostly is an observer; 
the Constitution of the nation prevents 
Fauntroy from voting on, and his 
constituency from full participation in, 
the nation’s business. 
Quite naturally, the situation — 
“taxation without representation," as 
Fauntroy correctly calls it — has been a 
primary local exasperation since 1790, 
when Fletcher Christian commandeered 
the good ship Bounty on one side of the 
world, and, on the other, Congress 
authorized the establishment of the 
American capital on the river Potomac. 
At the time, Congress said nothing 
about preventing residents of the capital 
from participating in representative 
government, but by establishing it as the 
District of Columbia, and not a city in 
Maryland or Virginia, residents become 
trapped 
by 
that 
portion 
of 
the 
Constitution which permits only states 
to vote in Congress. 
Interestingly, this ancient and silly 
violation of democratic principle seldom 
has 
been 
considered , outside 
the 
immediate area. College instructors are 
forever publishing polls which indicate 
that 
large 
numbers 
of 
otherwise 
thoughtful Americans do not even know 
the situation exists. Until 1971 the 
District was not so much as allowed a 
delegate in Congress, until last year the 
residents could not so much as vote for 
their one mayor or council (Congress 
ran the city), yet even as homosexuals 
have enlisted widespread aid and 
sympathy in their fight for civil rights, 
722,000 Washington citizens have in the 
main suffered alone as inhabitants of the 
last U.S. colony. 
The good news now is that, according 
to Fauntroy, the colonialists’ suffering 
may be approaching an end. The 
delegate has teamed with Sen. Edward 
Kennedy 
(D.-Mass ) 
to 
introduce 
legislation which would amend the 
Constitution and thereby, after 185 
years, put Washington citizenship on the 
same 
level 
as 
other 
Americans. 
Fauntroy-Kennedy would allow locals to 
vote for two U.S. senators and two U.S. 
congressmen, giving them not only a 
voice but a loud bellow in the legislative 
debate 
affecting 
their 
lives 
and 
oocketbooks. 


Kennedy says, as is his penchant for 
following 
large 
ideas 
with 
small 
mumbles, that full representation is “an 
issue whose time has come." And 
Fauntroy, too is optimistic, his people 
giving even odds to passage of the 
proposal. But in truth, few others in 
town are counting the ballots before 
they’re cast; 
the 
reason 
is that 
Fauntroy-Kennedy may be asking for 
too much for Washington, not too much 
in the way of freedom, but in influence. 
Four voting members, two on each 
side of the legislature, would make the 
District 
the 
most 
powerfully 
represented city in America. 
Besides this, and perhaps even more 
importantly, 
the 
powerful 
representation would, in a town only 24 
per cent white, almost assuredly be all 
black — a notion that men in Congress 
find impossible to accept. 
During the District’s long fight for 
home rule (the right to elect local 
officers 
rather 
than 
have 
them 
appointed by others), members of 
Congress including Rep. Gerald Ford, 
slandered the capacity of the locals to be 
trusted with power. Some in Congress 
minced few words: former Rep. John 
Rarick 
called 
the 
mostly 
black 
population “transients and migrants." 
Others were more diplomatic but the 
point, usually, was dear: darkies can 
sing and dance well, but heavens, 
legislate? 
So it is that the Fauntroy-Kennedy 
proposal addresses itself to a larger 
matter 
than taxation 
without 
representation. Congress must also 
decide whether to vastly increase black 
power in this town and nation. One way 
or another, its decision will say a lot 
about where America has been and 
where it is going.
